Former Nicaraguan Dictator Not Out 
...of Danger Yet—Any Nation Where 
;: He May Take Refuge Will Surren- 
'; der Him on Showing Which United 
^States Is Prepared to Make—Prece- 


dents For Extradition 


Sallna, Cruz, Mcx. Dec. 2S'.—The 


Mexican gunboat General Guerrero, 
having on board Jose.Santos Maya, 
ex-president of Nicaragua, who fled 
from Managua by way of Corinto on 
Christmas eve, docked here Monday. 
Accompanying the former president 
were the ex-minister at war and four 
other Nicaraguans. 


That Zelaya Intends to eventually 


go to Belgium was the belief expressed 
by Minister Castro of Nicaragua at 
Mexico City. -He said the 
former 


president would probably come direct 
to Mexico City, 
where he would 


doubtless be the giiest of President 
Diaz for a time, after which he would 
proceed to Belgium, his wife's'natlve 
land. 


May Yet Be Extradited 


Washington, Dec. 28.—The docking 


:rf the Guerrero at Sallna Crux, with 
Zelaya and a party pn board Is not 
regarded 'as a change ,.In the former 


;-esident's plans. As understood here 
.: was his purpose at. the time he loft 
Managua lo proceed to the City of 
Mexico, and there is no doubt that 
will he his destination. How long ho 
will remain in Mexico, however, is 
not known here. 


The departure of Zelaya from Nic- 


aragua is not 
regarded 
In oiiicial 


circles as at all conclusive that he will | 
escape punishment for his crimes in 
that country. 
The 
United 
States 


government has, according 
to 
the 


state department, never taken any 
steps whatever for the apprehension 
dfjZelaya, or to prevent his leaving 
tlie country. 
It preferred to proceed 


with deliberation, knowing that should 
his presence in Nicaragua be required 
at any time to answer for his mis- 
deeds his person could be secured with 
little or no difficulty. 


Secretary Knox, in his letter to the 


Nicaraguan charge in this city, Mr. 
Hodriguez, made it clear that in con- 
nection with any demand this govern- 
ment might make upon Nicaragua In 
the way of 'reparation for the shoot- 
Ing of two Americans, 
Cannon and 


Groce, there might be included, In 
addition to a money indemnity, a de- 
mand that the person or persons found 
guilty of the murder of the two Ameri- 
cans should be tried and punished for 
their crime. 


The question of extradition in a case 


of this kind was settled many years 
ago, and there are several cases cited 
•where criminals have been surrend- 
ered by the nations where they had 
been given asylum,' even when there 
were no extradition treaties. 


•One of the most notable of these 


•was that of. the Spanish army officer, 
Arguelles, who In 1864 captured a 
shipload of slaves which was being 
sent to the United States. 
For this 


act lie was rewarded by the Spanish 
government, 
but it developed later 


that he had sold n number of the 
slaves, and, fearing arrest and pun- 
ishment for his act, had fled to New 
York. 
• 


The Spanish government asked the 


United States to surrender him for 
trial, which, under • President- Lin- 
coln's orders, was done, as a matter 
of comity between nations. 
Presi- 


dent Lincoln, in a communication to 
congress on the subject, laid down 
the principle that a nation was never 
bound to furnish asylum to dangerous 
criminals, or to those who were of- 
fenders against the human race. 


Should, therefore, the United States 


demand of Nicaragua the punishment, 
of Zelaya, there seems little doubt 
that any nation where he may have 
taken refuge will, on the showing 
which the United States will be able 
lo make, willingly surrender him for 
trial and punishment. .

the sea by the great storm which 
swept New England Saturday night 
and Sunday. 


Cape Cod is still cut off, save for 


Its northern tip, which the wireless 
has tapped. 


With the restoration of communica- 


tion with this storm-swept section, 
which, in common with southeastern 
-Massachusetts, bore the brunt of the 
blizzard, it is feared that a story of 
marine disasters and storm damage 
unequalled In years will be unfolded. 


The news already gleaned makes 


it probable that the worst Is yet to 
come. 
Wreckage borne into Boston 


harbor on an unusually high tide yes- 
terday told the mute story of tho "loss 
of the Davis jt'almer, somewhere near 
the entrance to the harbor. 


The Davis Palmer went down with 


its crew at some point yet unlearned 
just outside Boston harbor. Tho ves- 
sel, which had come up the coast from 
Newport News with a cargo of coal, 
foundered at tho very approach to the 
waters of the port that she was seek- 
ing. 


Wreckage coming ashore at Hujl

shore indicates that no mistake has 
been made concerning her identity. 
Though the long stretches of coast 
line along Hun., and Nantasket have

The teacher does not arouse or 
inspire his pupil because he lacks life and enthusiasm himself. His 
brain and nerves are fagged, his energy exhausted, burned out, bis 
strength deplete^, because he has not been good to himself.. 


Everywhere we see these devitalized people, without spontaneity, 


buoyancy or enthusiasm in their endeavor. They have no joy in 
their work. It is merely enforced drudgery, a dreary, monotonous 
routine. 


Most of us are at war with ourselves, are our own worst enemies.' 


We expect a great deal of ourselves, hut we do not put ourselves in a 
condition to achieve great things.. We arc either too indulgent to em- 
bodies, or we are not indulgeut enough. We pamper them, or we neg- 
lect them, and it would be hard to tell which mode of treatment pro- 
duces the worst results. Few people treat their bodies with the same 
wise care and consideration that they bestow upon a valuable piece 
of machinery or property of any kind from which they expect large 
returns.
